The idea of the Lincoln Highway came from the fertile mind of Carl Fisher, the man also responsi 
Indianapolis Motor pane and Miami Beach. With help from fellow industrialists Frank Seiberling and Seige 
Joy, an improved, hard-surfaced road was envisioned that would stretch almost 3,400 miles from coast to coast, 
New York to San Francisco, over the shortest practical route. : : 

The Lincoln Highway Association was created in 1913 to promote the road using private and corporate ; 
donations. The idea was embraced by an enthusiastic public, and many other named roads across the country

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ULATCO Tokens 


Before 1900, the Salt Lake City streets were a tangle of a half dozen 
competing trolley car lines. (The original spaghetti bowl) Gradually the 
companies merged together, until in 1914, they evolved into the Utah Light 
and Traction Company (ULATCO). At that time, the trolley cars were the 
major users of electricity, so it was logical for them to build their own 
electric generators, and sell electricity to homes and businesses as a sideline. 
The present Utah Power and Light Company started as an offshoot of 
ULATCO. 


In the 1930's and 40's, the trolley tracks were torn up and trolleys were 
replaced by busses. ULATCO disappeared in 1944, when it was bought out 
by a bus company, the Salt Lake City Lines. 


ULATCO owned Trolley Square, which was originally used for trolley car 
parking and repair. The ULATCO logo can still be seen on the electric 
power substation in Sugarhouse on Eleventh Street just south of Interstate 
80. 


Today, the tokens are found fairly often, which keeps their value down to 
less than $5.
